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DETAILED ACTION 

1. Amendment of claims 5, 7, 16, 18, 23, 51, 53, 56, 58 and 60, cancellation of 
claims 1-4, 6,8-15, 17, 19-21, and 25-50, addition of claims 62-65 in the amendment 
filed on November 09, 2006, is acknowledged. Claims 5, 7, 16, 18, 22-24, 51, 53-56, 
58-65 are pending in the application. No new matter is found. Since the newly added 
claims 62-65 are commensurate with the scope of the invention, claims 5, 7, 16, 18, 22- 
24, 51 , 53-56 and 58-65 are prosecuted in the case. 

Responses to Amendment/Arguments 

2. Applicant's arguments regarding the rejection of claims 51 and 53-55 under 35 
U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, filed on November 09, 2006, have been fully considered but 
they are not persuasive. The rejection of claims 51 and 53-55 under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first 
paragraph is maintained. Since claim 52 has been cancelled, the rejection of claim 52 
under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph has been obviated herein. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

Reasons for Allowance 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 5, 7, 16, 18, 22-24, 56 and 58-65 are neither anticipated nor rendered 
obvious over the art of record, and therefore are allowable. This invention relates to 
Acyl phosphonate inhibitors of beta-lactamase. The closest reference is Beterman et 
al. US 6,472,406, which discloses sulfonamidomethyl phosphonate inhibitors of beta- 
lactamase. The difference between the reference and instant claims is that instant 
claimed compounds/compositions of formula (II) have not been found. A suggestion for 
modification of above reference to obtain the instant claimed compounds/compositions 
of formula (II) and methods of use has not been found. Claims 5, 7, 16, 18, 22-24, 56 
and 58-65 are allowed.
